Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
enablement of claims reciting single light or heavy chains as part of an immunoglobulin was discussed. The 
enablement of claims reciting less than a definitive number of complementarity determining regions (CDRs) was also 
discussed. Regarding claim 6, parts (b) and (c), the solved heavy chain structure (OPG2) and the solved heavy chain 
CDR3 structure (1qkz), as parts of the 3-D model, were discussed.
